STRATHMORE 


Alfalfa 
By Proressor ATKINSON 

At the Agricultural School's Fri- 
ay session, 

Professor Atkinson gave a lec- 
ture in the greenhouse on ‘‘Alfalfa” 
before a large attendance. He 
said that wherever sweet clover was 
found, alfalfa would grow. Alfalfa 
should not be sown on land newly 
broken, as the sod was not rotted 
enough, The land should be plow- 
ed at least twice before alfalfa is 
put in. It is weakest at the begin- 
ning. Sow it in the spring as soon 
as possible and without a nurse crop. 
It should not have any shade at all. 
Plowing for alfalfa ought to be six 
inches deep, but five inches deep 
was very good plowing. Allalta 
seed is small and a little extra labor 
should be put on the alfalfa field, 
three, four or five levelling will 
save a good lot of work in the end. 
They used single disk drills. Sow 
the seed 2% inches deep. Get the 
seed down to the moisture. Sow 

utralbs. to the acre. The same 

int is required for irrigable and 
nou-irrigable lands. On land 
that has been under cultivation tor 
years you get a better seed bed than 
on new land, and it may be better 
to sow 20 Ibs. to the acre on new 
land. Potato ground would be 
splendid for alfalta. The secend 
year is the time when the inocula- 
tion is required. Disk or harrow 
the ground after inoculation, He 
thought alfalfa seed could be raised 
here and it ts a very profitable crop. 
When planted for seed it is frequent- 
ly sown in rows 30 inches apart. 
Allowing alfalfa to seed tends to 
weaken the plant as it has then ful- 
filled its function, If you want al- 
falla seed do not irrigate, or take a 
hay crop. The “Grim” and ‘*Turk- 
estan” varieties of alfalfa are hardy, 
and would be very suitable for this 
district. If you inoculate there 
would be no fear in growing alfalfa. 
At the experimental farm, Lacombe, 
they hada yield of five tons per acre. 
As the land comes under cultivation 
there is less danger from frost. Al- 
taifa, with its deep rooted system 
and hardy growth, can give almost 
any of its enemies a hard run, but 
for seed production dodder is a ser- 
ious enemy. You cannot be too 
careful in selecting your alfalfa seed. 
He recommended the learning of 
the names and characteristics of the 
different weeds, so that they could 
be recognised at any time without 
trouble. Irrigation puts dodder 
out of business. This weed should 
never be allowed to grow to seed; 
and dandelions are also very bad. 
Stock should never be turned into 
a field of alfalfa when they are hun- 
gry. Exercise precaution and at 
first put them on the alfalfa for a} 
short time only. A very practical 
question was w'th reference to the 
loss of crop incurred in getting al- 
falfa started. If the land is worked 
down throughly put in your crop of 
grain, and seed alfalfa with it; then 
there is no loss of crop. He, how- 
ever, thought a better way was to 
begin with a small piece of land, 
and work gradually into the grow- 
ing of alfalfa. In reply to a ques- 
tion as to the value of good alfalfa 
land, he said that in Montana it 
found a ready sale at from $125 to 
$175 per acre, and that alfalta sold 
for $18 per ton. Land that will 
grow alfalfa is very valuable. They 
had got four tons from two cuttings, 
and they pastured the last crop off 
the ground. The essential feeding 
quality of alfalfa is in the leaves. 
Alfalfa is much more valuable than 
timothy. For hard work horses 
and driving horses timothy is all 
right, The soil should be cultivated 
for three years at least before alfal- 
fa is sown, Alfalfa should not be 
allowed to grow too long, or there 
will be a heavy lcss of leaves. The 
best time to cut alfalfa is just after 
it has come into bloom. Put the 
mowers into it in the morning, and 
about three o'clock in the afternoon 
start to rake it into rows and allow 
it to lie until thoroughly wilted. 
Get rid of the moisture. Then 
bunch it with a horse rake, making 
each bunch big enough for a fork- 
ful, such as could be readily thrown 
on to a wagon, 

Professor Atkinson's lectures were 
all listened to with great attention 
and were much appreciated,

PAPER READ AT ALPHA 
ERARY MEETING 

On Thursday E Anonymous 
Having spent some time in Strath- 
more in 1910, we were very glad 
some ten years later of the eppor- 
tunity to revisit the town. Very 
vividly did we remember our first 
hot, dusty impressions of the place 
as it lay stretched out to the direct 
rays of the sun, not a tree ora 
shrub to cast a welcome shade upon 
the baked earth, with unpainted 
buildings, dropped down for the 
most part like plums in a bakery 
cake, But how different the picture 
presented by the place at my recent 
visit. As we approached it by rail, 
we saw, some distance further out 
than the previous school, a large 
handsome building with well laid 
out grounds. Upon enquiry we 
were told that this was the consoli- 
dated school so ardently advocated 
by Mr Spicer some ten years before. 
It contained ten rooms, with as 
many teachers. Its temperature in 
winter, unlike that of former days, 
was warm, owing to an excellent 
gas heating apparatus in the base- 
ment. The children were brought 
in from a distance in heated autos, 
so arranged that drivers were not 
requied, they were wound up, went 
the required distance, made the re- 
quested number of stops and safely 
deposited each child at the school at 
nine o'clock. Even Mr Skene, once 
so bitterly oppossed to consolidated 
schools was most glad to have his 
children educated under such excel- 
lent conditions, The extensive 
grounds were enclosed by Chase's 
wire fencing. The old school was 
used as ayarage. As we was rol- 
led into the station we passed a 
very pretty park, where once had 
been Gnly an unsightly swamp. By

At the top of Second 
Street where once stood the build- 
ings of the Crown Lumber Com- 
pany, we found a square with a 
well equipped band stand and seats 
where concerts could be given on 
summer evenings. The old fire hall 
had converted into an Orphanage 
under the superintendence of Miss 
Seymour, In former days Strath- 
more had deen noted for its dogs 
and dust. Where are the dogs 
we asked? and we were told that 
Mr Tucker and the dog tax had re- 
duced their numbers to a normal 
one, while a water wagon had done 
away with the dust nuisance, Ar- 
bor day had evidently been faithful- 
ly observed, as many ornamental 
trees dotted the town.

The Earl of Onslow, who has under.

“Ollmeal may be fed to all classes 
of farm stock.” continues Professor 
Humphrey, 
to great advantage from two to three 
pounds of oilmeal daily in connection 
with other feeds, Larger amounts can 
be used profitably when prices are pot 
too high. Feeding ollmeal in the form 
of nut sized cakes Is considered prefer- 
able to the loose meal by most of our 
steer feeders, 

“Dairy cows will consume one or 
two pounds of oilimeal daily with their 
grain rations, and during the winter 
feeding period more or less oilmeal is 
almost indispensable in order to keep 
the cows in the best condition for pro- 
ducing milk and butter fat. For grow- 
ing calves, sheep and hogs oilmeal can 


| constitute about one-tenth of the grain 


ration fed and prove very beneficial 
Horses may be fed small quantities, 
although its general use for horses is 
hot recommended.” 


WINTERING LAMBS. 


May Be Profitably Done With the Fine 
Wool Breeds. 

Usually mutton bred lambs shonld 
be sold early, either right off the ewes 
or in late fall or enrivy winter, writes E, 
TP. Suyder in the National Stockman. 
By this plan the cost of putting them 
on the market is light. They can be 
grown to this age at far less expense 
than to be kept longer. For a series 
of years it herdly pays to keep these 
light shearing, mutton bred lambs 
through and sell them clipped. They 
get their growth younger and cau be 
fitted for market earlier than the fine 
wools, und the fleeces are of less value. 

With the beavy shearing Merinos 
couditious are quite different. Often 
they give their greatest profit by win- 
tering and finishing them on grass. 1 
huve in mind now a man who owns 
many farms of rather cheap land, 
much of which he devotes to perma- 
nent pasture. He buys bis fine wooled 
lambs directly after weaning. 

He never full feeds, using just grain 
enough to keep them in good, thrifty,

Tu selecting a ram two classes of 
breeding should be avoided—the com- 
mon scrub, that bas no good charac- 
teristics to fix, and the “pure breed 
scrub" without individuality, whose 
purity of breeding only gives him 
greater power to work ruin in the 
flock. Good individuality, backed by 
several generations of good ancestry, 
will insure prepotency with almost un- 
failing certainty where the ewes are 
suitable and management correct. 

Great attention should be paid to the 
ram's general contour, Lis structure 
should be firm and massive, with a 
broad, spacious breast, no dispropor- 
tionate length of legs und wel) formed 
and fully developed quarters, especial- 
ly the hindquarters, His loin should 
be stout and well knit, his features 
bold, and a muscular neck Is desirable. 
A bold and courageous eye and car- 
riage are indicative of spirit and vigor. 
His head should be long, but rather 
small and well molded.

THE PLANET JUPITER 


A Monster World, 1,300 Times 
the Size of Ours. 


WHIRLS WITH AWFUL SPEED. 


It Spins Around at Such a Fearful 
Gait That a Furious Gale Perpetual- 
ly Encircles Its Equator—Iits Possi- 
ble Inhabitants and Its Moons. 


It is curious how little the average 
person knows about Jupiter. He has 
heard a lot, too much perhaps, about 
Mars, but that world, 1,300 times the 
size of ours, whirling in the terrible 
outer distance of space with Its five 
moons, its 144 months yearly, kfown 
as Jupiter is almost if not quite a my» 
tery. 

In the first place, Jupiter, according 
to some astronomers, is inhabited. 
Bo are some of Its moons, in the 
midst of which the great planet spins 
around like a top at such tremendous 
speed that it causes around the equatoi 
a furious wind that blows perpetually 
ata rate of about 250 miles an hour. 

In the midst of this never ending, 
howling gale live the Joylans, Some 
astronomers say that because Jupiter 
fs so much bigger and beavier than 
the earth no creature of any weight 
ean support itself. A man welghing 
200 pounds on this earth would, if car- 
tied to Jupiter, weigh 500 pounds, and, 
reasoning thus, they believe that noth- 
ing bigger than a cat could stand en 
this vast world. 

But this is no doubt a mistake. If 
Jupiter stood still or revolved no faster 
than our earth al! that astronomy says 
would be true, and a terrestrial man 
could not stand upon its surface. But 
as a fact the tremendous rate of revyo- 
lution is so much faster than the 
earth’s that in spite of its monstrous 
size it turns about in less than ten 
hours as against our twenty-four 
bours. 

As it is, a man of normal earthly 
size, if transported to the equator of 
Jupiter, would actually feel much 
lighter than he does here on earth, be 
cause the swift rotation of the planet 
would almost lift him from his feet 
and throw him into the heavens. He 
would feel so light that the 250 mile 
an hour tornado that blows incessant- 
ly would pick bim up and carry him 
around and around the planet like a 
speck of dust. 

In order to keep on his feet the 
Jovian man or woman would have to 
be about fifty feet tall. Some of them 
would doubtless reach the helght of 
fifty-five feet. Like all big bodies, the 
Jovian would have a tendency to slow- 
ness of motion. Having once seated 
himself, he would spend a good twelve 
hours at his breakfast and perbaps 
eighteen at his dinner and would prob- 
ably throw up his job if his employer 
allowed him less than six hours for 
his lunch. 

The oceans of Jupiter, torn into fury 
by the hurricanes, would pay no atten- 
tion to one moon such as moyes the 
tides on our earth, and {ft takes no 


fewer than five of these satellites to | 


perform this work for Jupiter. They 
travel at various rates of speed, some 
flying very to Jupiter's surface 
and others far off. They have atiaos- 
pheres somewhat Uke ours on earth, 
and a moonlight on Jupiter is indeed 
glorious sight, for these moons have a 
variety of colors. Two are blue, one 
is yellow and one red. “ 


close 


Jupiter needs all its moons at night 
for Ulumination, for without them its 
five hours of darkness would be black 


indeed. So distant is the sun that 
broad daylight is bardly brighter thao 
twilight on earth, 
would not reflect enough of the sni's 
rays to guide the Jovian footsteps 

In the polar and semipolar areas the 
250 mile an hour tornado of the equa- 
tor is not present. Doubtless there are 


eddies and occasional windstorms such | 


as there are on earth, And in these 
localities it is possible for smaller 
creatures to exist, and her too, vege- 


tation would flowrish. The food sup 
ply of Jupiter must come from these 
areas, where it is cultivated and ship- 
ped to the equatorial regions by the 
diminutive races. The polar oceans 
are not frozen because of the great 
internal heat of Jupiter. And on these 
still oceans probably ships not greatly 
different from ours ply, but about the 
equator the unending storm would 
make surface salling impossible. 

If there are sbips at all at the equa- 
tor they are submarines, which dive 
into the calm depths beneath the sur- 
face. Locomotion by flying machines 
is extremely easy on the equator be- 
cause, by taking advantage of the 
wind, the Jovians can navigate thetr 
planet at tremendous speed. 

It is possible that because of the 
Dolse in the wind swept equator the 
Jovian is deaf. 

Quite likely, on the other hand, he 
bas good ears, but with a device, elther 
artificial or contributed by nature, for 
stopping his ears, except when he 
wishes to listen, 

This tremendous, good natured Jo- 
vian has a leather-like skin to protect 
himself from the scratches of flying 


| things and a device for sifting the alr 


that be breathes, for Jovian atmos- 
Phere is full of dust, and in spite of 
the difficulties of his existence he ta a 
long lived gentleman, On the average 


he exists for about 800 of our years, | 


Probably many a Jovian exists a full 
thousand of our little years.
